Shall the woman never 
deny herself her reception or her party 
or her musical and go and actually 
touch the foul, sinfr l sore of diseased 
humanity as it festers in the great me¬ 
tropolis ? Shall charity he conveniently 
and easily done through some organiza¬ 
tion ? Is it possible to organize the af¬ 
fections so that love shall work dis¬ 
agreeable things by proxy ? 

All this the bishop asked as he plunged 
deeper into the sin and sorrow of that 
bitter winter. He was bearing his cross 
with joy, but he burned and fought 
within over the shifting of personal 
love by the many upon the hearts of the 
few. And still, silently, powerfully, re- 
sistlessly, tho Holy Spirit was moving 
through the church upon even the aris¬ 
tocratic, wealthy,"ease loving members, 
who shunned the terrors of the social 
problem as they would shun a con¬ 
tagious disease.

Diseitne IVSiieli More lPrev«iciit III 
Lar^e Ucrtlg. 

Most of tin* attempts io grow a great 
many hogs have fulled because it was 
so much more convenient to keep them 
in large herds that this method was 
generally adopted. The result was 
that when disease got among the herd, 
as sooner or later it was pretty sure to 
do, if made a clean sweep, says the 
Boslou Cultivator. If the same num¬ 
ber of hogs had been kept in 10 or 20 
herds, there would have been opportu¬ 
nity to check the disease when it stall¬ 
ed, and the loss would liave been com¬ 
paratively little. There is another rea¬ 
son why In cold Weather at lenst lai’ge 
numbers of pigs should not be com¬ 
pelled to sleep in the same pen. Tho 
pig’s natural clothing of hair is Ihinnei 
than that of any other domestic anl 
mal. On extremely cold nights hog-' 
huddle together for warmth, and some 
times where large numbers sleep in one 
heap ih- bottom ones liave their breath 
all sque-zcd out of them and are suffo¬ 
cated. Even if this does not occur a 
sudden change m the pig's temperature 
from an atmosphere of tit) degrees to 
OH degrees down to zero or below while 
eating is pr<*<fy sure to give the hog a 
bad cold, ami it often never entirely 
recovers from this, the disease result¬ 
ing in the format Ion of tubercles on • 
tin- lungs, and if the animal is allowed 
to live long enough it will die from tu¬ 
bercular consumption, 

Tlie voracity of hogs in getting their 
food is a strong reason for keeping 
them in small herds, and those nearly 
of the same age and size, so that there j 
shall lie no weaklings to be crowded 
away from their feed by those older 
and stronger. Even the sow and her 
pigs cannot be profitably fed at the 
same trough, and It Is a common ex¬ 
pedient to feed the pigs In an adjoin¬ 
ing yard with a creep hole in the divid¬ 
ing fence which the sow qaiinot pass. 
But where hundreds of hogs of all 
sizos and ages are kept, in a herd tlie 
lot of the poorer ones is to bo half 
starved unless a wasteful amount of 
food is given. If these hogs are divid¬ 
ed into small herds, putting together 
those nearly of the same size, they 
will make much better gain from the 
food eaten. 

It doubtless makes more labor to 
keep lmgs in many small herds rather 
than in one large one. There is, be¬ 
sides, additional expense in making so 
many small piggeries, but the advau* j 
fage of the policy of keeping hogs from 
being massed together is so great 
that we doubt uot this plan will be 
adopted iu the west, where the large 
herds that are there found have great¬ 
ly increased the loss from disease.

VEGETABLES OF WORTH. 

Tented and Recomiiicnded by tlie 

iUioliiMiiu Station, 

A large number of varieties of vege-^ 
table novelties are sent out each sea¬ 
son. i’he Michigan station last year 
continued its practice of former sea¬ 
sons in securing seeds and testing their 
merits. It concludes that while there 
has been considerable change in the 
varieties grown today as compared 
with those in cultivation ten years 
since tbe difference is greater in tbe 


names than in the varieties themselves, 

as in many eases, although tlie name I abundance of room for storing honey. 


Tub apiary should be kept clean, neat 
end tidy—clear of high grass, weeds 
and rubbish. 

Dampness in hives is the most damag¬ 
ing thing to bees during the winter 
that can befall them.

Among tbe better green pod-, 
ded sorts would be Red Valentine, 
Stringless Green Bod and Stringle. s 
Valentine. 

Among early varieties of cabbage All 
Head Early, Bullock lie rt, the Wake¬ 
fields, Early Spring and Early Summer 
all gave a large percentage of heads 
and were quick growers and of good 
quality. The surest headers, best flavor¬ 
ed, medium season cabbages are All 
Seasons, Succession,. Market Garden¬ 
ers’ No. 2 and Autumn King, all of 
Which are standard sorts, either for 
market gardeners or for homo use. 

For forcing houses and hotbeds no 
better variety of lettuce was found i 
than Grand Rapids of the loose grow-/ 
ing sorts. T f a heading lettuce is de- ; 
sired for forcing purposes, Tennis Ball, 
Boston or Dawson's Hothouse would 
give good results. Of the varieties 
grown in the open ground, none has 
given better satisfaction than has Ice¬ 
berg. It is a large growing, close bead¬ 
ing variety, attractive in appearance 
and oxcellex in quality. It stands tlie 
boat well a: 1 remains a long time in 
condition. Hamilton Market, Morse, 
Prize Head and Wonderful are also 
good oufdoo sorts. 

Burpee’s J astro lian Brown, so named 
from tbe homo of its origin, is pro¬ 
nounced one of tbe best general pur¬ 
pose onions in the list tested. These on¬ 
ions are of a slightly flattened, globular 
form, averaging 3 inches in diameter 
and lki in thickness. They are of a 
brownish red color and arc very firm 
and solid. While they mature early 
in the season, they appear to be good 
keepers. The flavor is mild and pleas¬ 
ant. Michigan Yellow Glolio was 
among tlie best, being nearly spherical 
in form and of high quality. It is val¬ 
uable for commercial growing, as it 
is productive, attractive in appearance 
and a good keeper. Prlzetaker is es¬ 
pecially tithtab’ for sowing in hot¬ 
beds and trails]' lthig. in this way 
it grows to a lar. size, and tbe hand¬ 
some appearance of the bulbs and their 
excellent flavor make it desirable for 
either home use or market. 

Earliest is one of the best early ripen¬ 
ing tomatoes. Atlantic and Ruby fol¬ 
low Earliest and tlie fruits are of larger 
size. Advance is one of tlie best early . 
kinds bearing small fruit. Acme, ! 


This will arrest tbe first cause of 
swarming to a considerable extent. 

If it is necessary to cover tlie hands 
in handling bees, use thin rubber 
gloves. The sting of the bee cannot, 
penetrate this, while It is not cumber¬ 
some. 

All surplus boxes should, be ar¬ 
ranged so that they can he inspected 
daily and removed as soon as they are 
completed, occupying the space with 
empty ones, and in this way giving 
plenty of room at all times. 

Muon greater success is obtained in 
securing straight combs by the use of 
foundations,; either by using full sheets 
or starters ox the same. But by proper 
management success can be secured to 
some extent, without either. 

A colony selected for queens should 
not be the one in which drones are 
produced, as this will bring them too 
near akin, which should always he 
avoided. Wo should infuse new blood 
in the apiary every year or two. 

Empty combs are valuable. They de¬ 
serve the nest of care, ana can be made 
to last several years, doing good serv¬ 
ice six mouths out of the year. Combs 
that are new and bright are not near¬ 
ly so liable to become infected with 
worms as those of a dark color. 

In managing surplus boxes, use but 
one tier at a time, and after they are 
about half full of comb add another, 
but never put in on top of the one be¬ 
ing filled, liaise the full one out and 
place the empty one under it. In this 
way the bees will occupy the whole 
double tier at once. 

Care must he taken to remove all 
section boxes as soon as they are com¬ 
pleted and add empty ones, always 
keeping the ones nearest full in the 
the upper tier. If the colony becomes 
so strong that two tiers of boxes will 
not accommodate them, add a third, or 
as many as will give the bees working 
room.—St. Louis Republic.

The Cost of SprayliiK Botntoen. 

I,)r. B. T, Galloway says that with 
suitable apparatus and labor at $1.50 
per day potatoes may lie sprayed six 
times for about SO per acre. Tills esti¬ 
mate is based upon experiments ex¬ 
tending over several years and includes 
the cost of chemicals as well as labor. 
Tlie cost of treating scab is mainly in 
the labor involved in dipping and dry¬ 
ing tbe seed and seldom exceeds 15 
cents per acre. Much attention has 
been given to tlie effects of liordeaux 
mixture on tbe growth and y.eld of 
potatoes aside from its value in keep¬ 
ing parasitic foes in cheek. It has been 
shown conclusively that it pays to ap¬ 
ply this preparalloti if for no other pur¬ 
pose than to induce a more vigorous 
growth. Three or four applications of 
the mixture have in many eases in¬ 
creased the yield of potatoes 50 per 
cent, so that no matter where tlie crop 
Is grown or whether diseases are pres¬ 
ent or not Dr. Galloway feels warrant¬ 
ed in recommending the application of 
the mixture on the ground that its use 
Will yield a. handsome return. 

Good IiiKlirn oi'C AeraiiiNl UroiIKlif. 

Watch. ft “dead” lawn or mowing 
field during the scorching dry weather 
and see how green the patches of clo¬ 
ver or alfalfa are as compared with the 
grass. In some places the grass will be 
as brown as the dust, yet right in its 
midst there will lie a bright green 
clover plant. Why is this',’ It is chiefly 
a matter of root system. The clover 
goes down into the soil—far down of- 
ten-after water. The grasses are mere 
surface feeders, and their range after 
wateisis limited. All grasses are tides* 
ty plants, but they cannot get down 
after the soil water ns clover can. Al¬ 
falfa is better even than clover at tills 
business of pumping up water from 
the lower soil. On the dry western 
plains, in times of particularly severe 
drought, one will often see patches of 
green alfalfa, while corn, sorghum and 
grasses are dead and brown. Alfalfa is 
good insurance against drouglit.-Ku- 
ral New Yorker. ,

"Most of the cheap oil paintings,” 
said the picture dealer, “are done by 
Italians on the east side in New York. 
They work in their living rooms, and 
most of the paintings have several 
half grown children as assistants. The 
wholesale dealers have a number of 
such artists on their books and agree 
to take all they can do, the firm sup¬ 
plying the canvas, but not tbe paints. 
Of course tbe pictures are done rapid¬ 
ly- 

“An export will range six or eight 
eauvases on a shelf that is used in¬ 
stead of an easel and generally has a 
colored print tacked up above as copy. 
Then he proceeds to rapidly block in 
the subject. A favorite scene is a 
mountain lake with a ruined temple in 
the foreground. He will indicate the 
lake, the sky and the mountains with¬ 
out attempting any details and pass on 
to the uext canvas. By the time lie is 
through with the last one the paint on 
the first is dry, and ho proceeds in the 
same order with tho trees, clouds and 
temple. Meanwhile his helper is put¬ 
ting in all the small accessories, and 
hy the time daylight wanes Ihe row 
will he done. By (his system of work¬ 
ing (he artist does not have to lie con¬ 
tinually changing his brushes, and lie 
loses no time in waiting on the drying 
of pigment. 

“We sell such a picture as he would 
turn out at about .$2, including frame, 
the net cost of the canvas to the deal¬ 
er being in ihe neighborhood of Mil 
cents. The workman gets 40 cents 
apiece for his paintings, and most of 
them average 82.50 a day year in and 
year out, I know one man who makes 
just double that amount, hut lie lias 
two clever children. As you may see. 
some of the pictures are by no means 
devoid of merit in spite of their slap 
dash handling. In fact, a good many 
of tlie 40 cent artists occupy tlieir 
leisure in doing artistic tilings which 
they may or may not he able to sell. 
The others bring in a steady income 
and keep the pot boiling.”—New Or¬ 
leans Times-Dcmocrat.

clinched. The food is placed in the 
trough by raising the cover of the box. 
A tight cover is necessary to protect 
the food from their droppings when 
they jump on the box and make a roost 
of it, which they are certain to do. 
Feed at one time only what will be 
eaten clean and keep the trough well 
washed out. Nothing is more produc¬ 
tive of mouth, throat and bowel diseases 
in chicks than souied and musty food 
or a filthy feed trough.—Farm and 
Home, 

Tlie Effect of Gooff FOo<l, 

Eggs from hens that are fed largely 
on slops and refuse are npt as good for 
cooking purposes as those Which are 
laid by hens having a liberal ration of 
corn or wheat, and of the two corn 
makes the richest egg, as it adds to the 
fat content and gives the contents of 
tlie shell a consistency that makes it 
specially valuable for t/aidrtg- and kin¬ 
dred uses. A meat ration also adds to 
the value of the eggs, and it is because 
ducks are such raVenous hunters of 
frogs and tbe many insects cm land 
and water that their eggs are pre¬ 
ferred to all others by bakers and con¬ 
fectioners. Guinea eggs are specially 
rich in tills quality and are better for 
baking and making icing than those 
of almost any other fowl. Tlie produc¬ 
tion of good eggs is a comparatively 
new idea and it has not been discussed 
lialf as much as its merits deserve that 
it should be. —Farm News.

GEN. WHIPPLE’S BIRTHDAY. 

Jan. 14 is sacred to the mem¬ 
ory of Maine’s only native born 
singer of the Declaration of Inde¬ 
pendence—Gen. Wm. Whipple, 
who was born in Kit'ery, Jan. 14, 
1730. He made that town his 
home until 1759, when he look itp 
nisi residence in Portsmouth, N.H. 
He was elected a delegate for New 
Hampshire to the Continental 
Congress in 1775, Was re-elected in 
1770, and signed the Declaration 
of independence in July. In 1777 
he was commissioned as Brigadier 
General, and commanded a bri¬ 
gade of New Hampshire troops at 
thi*. battles of Saratoga and Still- 
wafer. After the surrender of 
Bnrgoyne he signed the articles 
of 'capitulation with Col. James 
Wilkinson in i behalf of Goo. 
Horatio Gates. Ho was selected 
as one of the officers under whose 
charge Burgoyno’s men were con¬ 
ducted to Winter Hill near Boston, 
tu 1778 he participated in the 
Rhode Island expedition under 
General _Kullivati. He continued 
in the service until 1782, and died 
at Portsmouth, Nov. 28, 1785.

Many persons who see mentions of 
tbe “good roads movement” do not 
realize that in this there may be one 
of the great national issues of our poli¬ 
tics at come time in the future, pos¬ 
sibly within a comparatively short 
time. This movement was started by 
the wheelmen through their national 
organization, the League of American 
Wheelmen, and hundreds of thousands 
of dollars have been spent by it in tbe 
agitation, 

The principle of the movement, as 
advocated by the wheelmen, is that tbe 
common roads of the coun.try are as 
important as tbe railway systems, the 
statement being made by them and be¬ 
ing easily understood that there is not 
an ounce of any commodity hauled over 
the railroads that is not first transport¬ 
ed by wagons over country roads or 
city streets It does not matter if the 
commodity is manufactured articles 
that are loaded on cars at the factory— 
the raw material |ms first to be hauled 
to tbe factory But the greatest haul¬ 
ing is done in the farming districts, 
and there it is that good highways are 
most needed. 

The subject has not been given the 
attention and support it deserves as 
yet, for tbe simple reason that private 
capital cannot become interested in the 
building of common roads, since there 
would be no income from the invest¬ 
ment such as there is in railways. 
Municipal, county, state and the na¬ 
tional governments have not had the 
issue brought directly before them in 
its full significance, because* it is neces-

Bary to fiut educate the people to the 
necessities of the movement This is 
what is being done by the wheelmen at 
the present: time, and it must be said 
to their credit that they have enlisted 
the sympathy and support of all the 
prominent farmers’ organizations in 
the movement. With the two classes 
working together it is only a question 
of time until the movement will be 
made a poitical issue, and then will 
come the desired improvements. 

The argument offered in favor of the 
improved roads is that they lessen the 
cost of repairs, make it possible to haul 
the largest amount of goods with the 
smallest .animal power, save time and 
increase property valuations. No rail¬ 
road company would expect to do busi¬ 
ness if its tracks and roadbeds were in 
such condition ns to make it either im¬ 
possible to use the tracks at long 
seasons of the year or in using them 
have to lose a great deal of timo and 
have immense repall’a to make, and yet 
that is what the farmers and others 
using the common roads are doing in 
a way every day in the year. 

They make the- most impracticable 
attempts at road building and repair¬ 
ing and then wonder why there is no 
profit in their products, which have 
been hauled over bad roads at the 
greatest expense. It lias been estimated 
that in the states where the stone roads 
have been built the cost of transpor¬ 
tation has been decreased to 20 per 
cent of tbe former figures, and that the 
roads pay for themselves within a few 
years. It has been further shown that 
the amount lost in the different ways 
mentioned will more than pay for the 
building and repairs of these roads on 
the annual assessments made for them, 
or that it costs no more each year to 
have good roads than it does to have 
bad ones

eon Toed op Bow LejSKed Fol¬ 
low These Direction;,, 
large proportion or boys are in¬ 
clined to be pigeon toed, and many 
of them spend years in learning to 
“toe out” after the most approved fash¬ 
ion. The pigeon walks over its* feet, 
rolling like a sailor often, but most 
boys walk with their feet straight 
ahead, or a bit inclined in, after the 
manner of the Indian. If you are pi¬ 
geon toed, you may improve the con¬ 
duct of your feet by following these di¬ 
rections: 

Seat yourself in a chair of the proper 
height so that both feet will rest easily 
on the floor. Place the heels together— 
or as close as the curvature will permit 
—thru, without separating or moving 
the kuees. turn the left foot Outward as 
far as possible without moving- (he 
heel from its position. Next make the 
same movement with the right foot, 
and then with both feet, moving them, 
of course, in opposite directions. 

Try also raising both feet from the 
floor, holding them straight in front 
with the knees straight. -Then rotate 
the feet upon the ankles in opposite di¬ 
rections. 

For bowlegs take this exercise: 
Stand erect, heels together; then, with¬ 
out turning the feet over or moving 
them in any way, contract the muscles 
of the knees so that they are pulled in¬ 
ward. 

This same exercise reversed, so that 
the knees are drawn outward literally, 
is efficacious for straightening knock 
'knees. Practiced faithfully these exer¬ 
cises will surely help you. Another 
good exercise for bowlegs is to stand 
with the feet slightly apart on a hori¬ 
zontal line, then, by exercising the 
muscles of the knees, draw the feet to¬ 
gether. This must be done on a smooth 
floor.

duced. As air-ady pointed out in these 
columns, it t n-ists in injecting into 
the tidrter through the teats one drain 
cf iodide of potassium mixed With one 
quart of boiling water cooled down to 93 
degrees F. before being used. Half a 
{lint of this is to be injected into each 
quarter of the udder. The animal should 
then be placid in a comfortable position 
on her chest and the udder gently rnb- 
! bed. Her po.-ition should be changed ev- 
j ery two or three hours, and iMy one 
| injection is necessary. It should be 
I borne in mind that before the injection 
I is given the udder and teats should be 
j carefully w .-bed with soap and water 
! to which a lutle carbolic acid has been 
I added,—farmers’ Gazette, Ireland.
